Fast and spirited racing was. tin 
order ttiiougiioiit. the irack record of 1:51% for 
a mile and .m eighth, held jointly by Melton Street 
aim Ely tug Fe*i, was displaced by a new one 
when I. c. McDowells Strong set the mark at 
1:51, which is only one second slower than the 
American record held by Vox Populi and made at 
Santa Anita Park. Dec. 19, 199S. Strong won in 
I lie easiest kind of fashion and had he Ikm ii pressed 
hard it is likely that he would have approached 
the American record dangerously close. lie was 
aided considerably by the fast early pace that Fly 
jug Feet and Hell Horse forced. Loth of these, 

:;s a result of the killing pace they sustained for 
three-quarters. Weakened at tin* end. though Flying 
Feet held on surprisingly well to laud second 
place. 

A $ 70 <» handicap at six furlongs featured the 
day’s racing and re idled in a popular victory for 
it. F. Carman's Meridian, which was making his 
hist appearance in these parts in a long time.

H. B. DURYEA WINS EPSOM DERBY WITH HIS GOOD COLT DURBAR 



London, Eng., May 27. — The running of the Derby 
at Epsom today was witnessed by an enormous 
assemblage. King George and Queen Mary were 
among those who distinguished the occasion and 
Die king’s colt, Brakespear was among the horses 
starting. It had been reported that the militaut 
suffragettes hud resolved to shoot Brakespear while 
the race was in progress, hut such extraordinary 
measures to keep spectators from encroaching on 
tin- track hud been adopted, that nothing out of the 
ordinary occurred. tin* race was contested by the 
unexpected number of thirty-one starters. Kenny- 
more was the post favorite at 9 to 4, with Brake 
spear and Black Jester second choices af 11 to 1 
< adi. but neither of them had anything to do with 
lb** finish. The race was won l»y H. B. Duryea’s 
Durbar, by Rabelais— Armenia, ridden by tin* Ameri- 
can jockey McGee, tin* colt winning by tlir»*e 
Iriigths, with 11. t’holiuondoly’s colt liapslmrg, by 
Desmond' — A It esse, second, and II. J. King’s colt 
Peter lln* Hermit, by St. Petersburg -Carlin, third. ! 
All were outsiders in the betting. Durbar being 
>t 30 to 1, liapslmrg 33 to 1 and Peter the Hermit 
J 00 to 1 . kcnnymoic was extremely fractious at 
the post and, besides delaying the start, contributed 
hi Ids own defeat by Ids frantic rearing and plung- 
ing.

A heavy downpour of rain 
rendered the course sloppy for the last four races 
‘ind. Hatilierk, showing a decided fondness for the 
going, easily wore down the early pacemaker, 
Marinn II.. in the final eighth and won going away, 
flie Masiiuerader rubs! an odds-oii choice and 
lingered at the start, but closed a big gap iu the 
first furlong.

Louisville. Ky., May 27. — By winning at Doug- 
las Park. Tuesday, a mile and a sixteenth in 
I It’ 1 :.. John Gumi again entile into the limelight 
as a Latonia Derby eamlidate of more than average 
class. Behind him were I wo other Latonia Derby 
candidates iu Doctor Samuel and Brick ley* John 
Guild has a good turn of speed and iu all his 
races this spring has shown an ability to stay, 
lb* finished fourth to old Rosebud. Hodge and 
Bronze wing in Hu* recent r«*o*rd breaking Kentucky 
Derby race and In* was second to Bronzewing in 
tin* Blue Grass Stakes al Lexington. He is a beau 
tifitlly bred horse and from a family on his dam’s 
side that may b« expected at any time to produce 
a great horse. His weight in the coming Derby 
race will Im* 122 putiuds. 

Trainer t 'Ilf Haiiirnon is sending right along E. 
It. Bradley’s royally bred, $14,000 colt. Beach 
Comber, in an effort to get him ready for the mile 
and a half Latonia Derby. He will get in that 
race with a maiden allowance of seven pounds. 

I irnvided he does not previously win a race at 
iouglas Park. His impost will b* 115 pounds. 

Another supposedly good maiden which will get 



famous St. Simon and was himself a capital race 
horse. Armenia, the dam of Durbar, is one of the 
American mares taken to France by Mr. Duryea 
and is a daughter of Meddler and the Hanover mare 
Crania, so, on his dam’s side. Durbar is of Ameri- 
can descent. Durbar attracted but little attention 
as a two-year-old last season. He started in seven 
races and was only placed in one, running second to 
Maitre et Seigneur in the Prix Partisan at la* 
Tremblay, near Paris, July 19, 1913. However, in 
tin* transition from his two-year-old to his three 
year-old form lie improved vastly and, by signal 
successes this year, had already won for himself the 
reputation of being about the liest three year-old 
iu France. To this reputation lie has now added tin* 
greater distinction of being the first French bred 
roll to win the Epsom Derby since Gladiateur car- 
ried it off in 1895. Unluckily for Mr. Duryea, in* 
is not engaged in the Doncaster St. Leger, else 
to him might have fallen the honor of ln*ing tie- 
first American owner to win the Two Thousand 
Guineas, Derby aud St. Leger. It will lie remciuh- 
•red that Broomstick’s son. Sweeper II.. won the 
Two Thousand of 1912 for him. P. Lori I lard won 
the Derby and St. Leger of 1881 with Iroquois 
and August Belmont won the Two Thousand of 190 s 
with Norman III. aud the St. Leger of last year 
with Tracery, but 110 American owner has as* vet 
captured all three of the great events. For one 
thing it is more than probable that today Mr. 
Duryea is about the most popular man in France.

IMPRESSIVE SCENES AT WOODBINE. 

Notwithstanding the many counter-attractions, the 
crowd at the Woodbine races. Mom lav, numbered 
considerably over 12 ,ooo. This is somewhat less 
Ilian the attendance on opening day, hut represented 
a more pleasure-seeking class. The members’ lawn 
presented the same variety of fashion and figure; 
1 here were new gowns and new faces, and the 
snci;il circle was enlivened by tin* presence of a 
l.-w members of Parliament, to whom the holiday 
brought a respite from the routine at Ottawa. 

Although the daily group in the members’ on 
closure IS leiuiniscent of (In* earlier days in Ontario 
Jockey Flub history, one cannot help but notice 
the scores of new faces that appear from year 
to year.

The barrier between the members’ enclosure and 
Ihe public stand did not suggest any diminution in 
enjoyment ; in fact, those iu tin* grand stand ap- 
parently got closer to the genius of tin* sport than 
those in the more exclusive part of the grounds, 
because tliey were not ohessed with style, custom 
ami formality. Around the mutiicl house every 
man was the other fellow’s friend. This, indeed, 
was the cosmopolitan crowd. It ran all the wav 
from business man, clerk, tiookkeeper and artisan 
to the stable 1 m».v and track follower, each of whom 
had his dollar to wager on a favorite horse. 

Not in England, even when Ihe King and Queen 
go in state to the Goodwood meeting, or to Royal 
Ascot, is there llu* brilliance of the pageant that 
Woodbine patrons see when their Royal Highnesses, 
1 lie Duke and Duchess of Connaught attend with 
the military escort that Is lacking in the royal 
attendance in the old land. Monday’s state visit 
was a scene that will never be forgotten by thus** 
who witnessed tin* arrival of the Governor General 
and ids suite. When the mounted police advance 
guard entered the gate at the head of the stretch 
I In* Royal Standard, flown only when royalty is 
present, broke out from the pole in Hie center field, 
and llu* Highlander’s Band began the majestic 
“(ill Canada.” The dragoons in their scarlet tunics 
and gleaming helmets, with waving plumes of 
black, swung into the broad brown ribbon of the 
track, edged with wliite rails and hacked by a field 
than which there is no greener in Ireland. The 
great bay horses, with the old-world outriders, draw- 
ing tin* stately d’Aiiinout. in which Hie Duke and 
Duchess rode, seennd to feel that they hud their 
part to play iu maintaining the dignity ’and brnverv 
of llu* spectacle, and the whole atmosphere was 
charged with enthusiasm under a blazing sun and 
amid surroundings whose beauty and freshness an* 
unsurpassed anywhere. The sport of the turf is tin* 
last with which tin* state purticipu tiou of rulers is 
associated, and its romance and history mak** it a 
fitting one for such recognition. Royalty extends 
its patronage to other sports, but not’ in’ the same 
stately fashion as t his. And it is the duty of all 
connected with racing to spare no effort that’ it shall 
always be worthy of such endorsement. --Francis 
Nelson in Toronto Globe.
